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THE SHELL-PAD-STRAP METHOD OF FITTING, 


AND THE FABRICATION OF, FLEXIBLE APPLIANCES* 
SANFORD E. SOLOMON, D.S.C., F.A.S.C.R. 
Hartford, Conn. 


THE writer wishes to preface this paper with the statement that the 
enthusiastic treatment of this subject in no way indicates that the making 
of flexible appliances in his workshop covers the scope of appliances 
required for the full gamut of conditions and personalities which present 
themselves for treatment in his office. Metal, plastic, contrasunk metal, 
and spring —— are used where indicated. Shoe therapy is an 
old reliable, having been a “pet” of the writers for some time. The 
paper, however, will deal exclusively with the making of flexible foot 
Hye and will especially deal with the writer’s individual manner 
of preparing the patient and taking the measurements from the foot 
and the dressing for these appliances. It must be understood that all 
work is done in the writer’s own laboratory and therefore, the technique 
of measuring the patient will be peculiar to this condition. If appliance 
work is sent out to the laboratory the “‘shell-pad-strap” measurements are 
not applicable. 

Flexible appliances are used in the writer’s practice where bone align- 
ment is to be maintained, where protection from faulty foot balance 
is required, where assistance is necessary to maintain foot balance, and 
as prosthetics for short limbs and amputated parts. 

The writer will not consider the diagnosis or the treatment of the cases 
for which appliances are recommended. It will be assumed that the 
work on these cases has been done to the satisfaction of the operator and 
that physical modalities of treatment and adequate strappings have made 
the patient comfortable and, as far as possible, have restored the function 
of the foot and that the operator has decided that a leather-rubber or 
leather-cork appliance is indicated. 

Some details of the fabrication of the appliance may be omitted along 
the way to keep this treatise from becoming overbearing as the writer 
assumes that a working knowledge of leather craft is understood or can

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be acquired. As before mentioned, the technique of “shell-pad-strap” 
measurements and the management of patients through the last phases 
of treatment is the essence of the article. 

A brief consideration of the materials required for fabrication of 
appliances will be undertaken at this time. e broader the variety of 
materials stocked and the more versatile the equipment, the easier the 
appliances can be fabricated and the greater is the scope of cases that 
can be satisfactorily completed. 

I. SHELLS—Strap leather upper shells are recommended. Although 
we do not like to consider appliances as being fit from stock sizes, it is 
necessary to have some commercial tabulation as to the sizes of the shells 
when purchasing them and when using them for record purposes. Shells 
are made in full shoe sizes in length and come in narrow, medium and 
wide widths. The sizes that are kept on hand must vary as greatly as do 
the sizes of feet that appear in the operator’s office. For a complete 
coverage of sizes, women’s size six (6) narrow through women’s size ten 
(10) wide and men’s size seven (7) narrow through men’s size thirteen 
(13) wide are necessary. One or two pair of the unusual sizes are enough 
to carry on hand but four to six pair of the more common sizes will be 
necessary when much work of this type is being done (the full comple- 
ment in the writer’s laboratory is one hundred forty-four (144) pairs of 
shells and refills are ordered when the supply has dropped to ninety-six 
(96) pairs. It is recommended that all shells be of the combination 
longitudinal and metatarsal type which will accommodate the majority 
of the cases. When desired, the longitudinal flange can be cut away and 
when only the longitudinal correction is necessary no metatarsal correc- 
tion is inserted. Special shells are cut from skins of strap leather on 
hand such as extensions for specific metatarsal heads or medial and lateral 
flanges not covered by regular shells. 

II. METATARSAL AND LONGITUDINAL CORRECTIONS— 
Nine (9) types of each of these corrections are required to fulfill the job 
of evaluating the necessary elevation and density of corrections in foot 
appliances. It is necessary to have small, medium and large, then low, 
medium high and high—soft, medium soft and hard corrections. Special 
pads can be cut from these where necessary. 


Ill. BOTTOM COVER MATERIAL—Suede, buck, calf, pigskin and 
many other rough surfaced materials are adaptable. The choice depends 
upon the weight and occupation of the patient. Appearance of bottom 
covers should also be taken into consideration. 


IV. MISCELLANEOUS—Korex in several thicknesses is very handy 
in laboratory work. Cork sheets of various thicknesses and foam rubber 
are handy to have about. These materials grind readily by machine and 
can be shaped to suit the whim of the operator and the necessity of the 
patient. ‘Thin plastic sheets and celastic are good for re-enforcing 
wherever necessary. Heel elevators, heel wedges and other ready-cut 
corrections in various thicknesses and densities help to simplify the 
fabrication of appliances. It is, however, recommended that consistency 
be maintained so that if an appliance need be duplicated a year or two 
later the same types of material will be available (war shortages not- 
withstanding). Metal clips and shanks are occasionally needed and in 
such cases rivets, punches, etc., are required but are not necessary in early 
experimental work with flexible appliances. 
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V. EQUIPMENT—The more lavish the equipment the greater speed 
and ease in the work but satisfactory work can be turned out with com- 
mon laboratory equipment. The simple grinding machine, a few skiving 
knives, strong shears, rasp, hammer and screw driver are all that are 
necessary. 


VI. CEMENT-—Fast drying rubber cement such as is obtainable, is 
the best media. Because of war shortages no standardization can be 
suggested. 


We are now ready for a brief consideration of the preparation of the 
case. It has been stated that the successful management of a case to the 
stage of appliances would not be considered in this study but it is 
necessary that the last three visits and the two ——— upon the patient 
must be spoken of. The writer is not interested in the number of times 
patients are seen to correct a given condition or to relieve another but 
at the point where function is restored and comfort is secured patients 
fall into a pattern of three last visits and two checkups. For convenience 
of description let us call these three visits “X,” “Y” and “Z” and the 
checkups “Check 1” and “Check 2.” Patients are managed through 
orthopedic care by oral instructions and by written memorandums to 
refer to (sample submitted). Straps and felt pads are used in conjunction 
with all known modalities of correction. Patients are allowed to remove 
the dressings, during the period of correction, on the eve before coming 
to the office for the subsequent treatment. This is to allow for full 
bathing and the prophylactic care of the skin. When patients are 
asymptomatic or when the maximum correction is maintained they are 
informed that we are now ready to start the case into its final stages. At 
this point patients are told the type of appliance they will have, the cost 
of same, and briefly what will transpire in the next few weeks. As soon 
as fees are arrived at and any complications (such as shoes, husband or 
parent approval, etc.) are eliminated. ‘Visit X” starts. 


VISIT “X”—Patients are given the same modalities of treatment as 
they have received through the series. They are padded and strapped in 
the manner which gave them the greatest comfort during treatment. 
They are informed that this strap and pad is NOT to be removed until 
they appear for treatment the next time. The shoes are taken into the 
laboratory and shells are fitted into them. In selecting the shell we try 
to find one that fits well around the heel, covers sufficient in length and 
width across the ball, and all in all appears to have been made directly 
for that type shoe. Consideration is givén to the pads that were just 
placed on the patient. Will all of the pads fit on the shell or will they 
extend further anteriorly or medially? If they will all fit directly in the 
area covered by the shells, the selection has been correct. ‘The patient 
is then shown the shells and told that this is just a leather blank which 
they are to wear in their shoes for a week to mold to the contour of their 
foot. If it seems bulky the shell may be removed from the shoe for 
part of the time but under ALL circumstances they are to come into the 
office for the next treatment with the pads and straps on the feet and the 
shells in the shoes. This terminates “Visit X.” 


VISIT “Y”—Patients remove the shoes and hose and the shells are 
removed from the shoes. The operator will find that the shells have made 
a ridge across the plantar-anterior of the patient's feet or/and the anterior 
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of the strappings. This shell line will also extend to the medial side 
of the dressings around the edge of the flanges. The shell may now be 
held against the foot in exactly the same position as the patient had worn 
it. In indelible pencil or in ink a tracing should be made of that line. 
No attention should be paid to how the heel fits for some patients wear 
the shells very peculiarly and you may be assured that this is the way they 
will wear their appliances. In this particular step we are overcoming 
the idea that all patients wear appliances in the same manner. It 
is this technique which will eliminate a great many adjustments. When 
lines have been drawn around the shells onto the bandages, the shells 
can be removed from the feet and the strappings are also removed. Now 
the operator can place the removed straps back onto the shells in exactly 
the same way that they were worn and then be in a position to know 
exactly where the corrective elevations are to be placed on the shells 
when they are completed into appliances. Patients are then treated for 
the last time. They are informed that the straps and pads may be taken 
off the evening prior to the next visit. This terminates “Visit Y.” 

VISIT “Z”—It is advantageous, when possible, to avoid doctor-patient 
contact at this time. The nurse can adequately handle this visit. Patients 
remove their shoes only and the appliances, which have been made since 
the last visit, are placed in the proper shoes. The patient is instructed 
on the care and handling of the appliances and a mimeographed slip 
of instructions given him. (Sample submitted.) Wherever possible dis- 
cussion is avoided as to how the appliances feel. No attempt is made to 
get a reaction from patients at this time. It has been found that imme- 
diate reactions and feelings cause the operator to make unnecessary 
adjustments to satisfy the immediate feeling of patients only to find it 
necessary to make adjustments on the checkup visits which put the 
corrections right back where they were when originally made.: Patients 
are reminded that they must come for the next visit with the appliances 
in shoes regardless of the amount of comfort or discomfort they have had 
during the week. This is absolutely necessary. An appointment is made 
for “checkup 1” a week later and “Visit Z” is terminated. 

No mention was made in the above paragraphs about fees. Visit “X” 
and “Y” are charged for as any regular treatment. Visit “Z” and the 
checkups are included in the fee made for the appliances. All fees are 
entirely up to the operator and the circumstances of the patient. 

Check I—Patients remove their shoes and hose, the appliances are 
removed from the shoes and the patient is questioned as to the relative 
comfort received during the week. To check the fit, the operator .can 
place each appliance against the plantar of the foot with the anterior 
edge directly on the skin line left by the appliances on the sole of the 
foot. Here, again, the fit of the heel is unimportant. The true fit of that 
appliance is in relation to the mark across the ball of the foot made by 
the anterior of the appliance. It will then be found easy to make the 
necessary corrections on the appliance as the elevations will be demon- 
strated to the operator. If there has been no pain during the first week 
the appliances are given back to the patient and a are told to call in 
in a month for an appointment for their second checkup. —If the patient 
has had any pain, necessary adjustments are made while ‘the patient 
remains in the chair and the appliances are given back to them before 
they leave. The instructions are repeated to him and an appointment is 
made for one week later for a second checkup. This may have to con- 
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tinue through several weeks if any particular patient does not respond. 
The writer finds that with careful construetion of the appliance accord- 
ing to the “pad-strap-shell” measurements usually one p senrenerdi is all 
that is necessary. Success will be in direct ratio with the experience the 
operator has in this form of work. 

The last time that the writer sees patients regarding an appliance he 
invites them to call up for a checkup on the appliances every three months. 
It has been found that if the patient is doing well he will not take the 
time to do so and the responsibility for any faulty service by the appli- 
ances at any future date then rests on the patient’s shoulders. Occasionally 
an appliance will wear very poorly. If it is due to the patient’s occupa- 
tion or the patient’s laxity in the care of the appliances, replacements are 
charged for. When it is found that either due to poor leather or other 
conditions beyond the control of the operator, the appliances have not 
worn well, appliances have been replaced either without any charge or a 
charge of half the original cost to the patient to maintain good will. 

Between Visits “Y” and “Z” the appliances have been made. The 
reader probably can see by this time that every effort is made to reproduce 
into the appliance the corrections that have made the patient comfortable 
during the treatments. It follows, without saying, that corrections of 
different sizes and densities are applied to the bottom side of the shell 
that would correspond in location and lifting power to the pads that were 
taken from the patient during Visit ““Y.” Regular elements are securely 
cemented in the proper position if they are standard elevations. If any 

culiarly shaped felt pads or elevations have been used, like elevations 
in a permanent material, such as cork or rubber, can be ground out of 
sheets of material and cemented where needed. Some form of stiffening 
material should be applied to the entire heel whether it be a celluloid 
compound, celastic, a heel spring or any other of the operator’s choice. 
All edges and borders of the appliances are ground down so that they 
will be smooth. A good quality bottom leather is then cemented to the 
entire appliance which is then carefully cut around the edges and ground 
to a fine edge, giving the appliance a professional appearance. It is not 
necessary that both appliances look or be alike. Wherever the patient 
has a variation of condition the appliance should vary just as much. 
It is functionally necessary and visually advantageous to the operator 
that this be so. ‘ 

The author feels that with a little patience and a little practice any 
operator who is at all handy can learn to fabricate flexible appliances.

It should also be remembered that flexible appliances are by no means a 
panacea for all mechanical foot disturbances. There is a great deal of 
satisfaction in handling an orthopedic case from start to finish, from 
X-rays through the yam ag his holds true especially if you have 
personally made the diagnosis, planned and executed the treatments, and 
then made the appliance yourself. There is a special gratification in 
making an appliance for the patient who has worn “all kinds of supports” 
without any relief, yet your appliance works just because of accuracy and 
some special element of correction you used that the laboratory does not 
think of. The fabrication of appliances is a service you can offer your 
patient that no other profession makes available to them.

If your straps seem too tight at first, remember that adhesive 

tape will stretch with weight bearing. They will be com- 

fortable in a short time. Please observe these rules for the 

care of your dressings. 
Straps are to be left on until the evening before your next visit, unless 
told otherwise. 
Powder the adhesive well every day before dressing. Any talcum will 
do. This will discourage the dressing from sticking to your stockings. 
Try to keep them dry. Use sponge baths instead of tub or shower. 
Soaking or bathing the feet after the straps are off is permissible. 
To remove the straps, cut the gauze across the top of the foot and 
= the tape off. Be careful not to tear the skin, especially across the 

all of the foot. Cleaning fluid, benzine, or kerosene will remove any 

remaining adheswe. 

Please be prompt for your appointments and, if possible, 

come five minutes before your allotted time.

These appliances were made especially for you in my own 
laboratory. It should be possible for you to wear them in 
comfort from the beginning. If, however, you experience 
any discomfort, follow these instructions. . 

1. Remove the appliance from the shoes for an hour and then replace 
them. 

2. Should this not relieve you, wear the appliances only part time. Wear 
them in your most comfortable shoes for one hour the first part of the 
day. Each day increase the time an hour. 

3. When you come in for your checkup, be suRE to have your appliances 
on. Even if you have not been wearing them full time, have them on 
on when you come in: They can not be checked or adjusted if you are 
not wearing them. :

JOINT REPORT ON PROPOSALS FOR A 
NATIONAL RESEARCH FOUNDATION 


(National Advisory Health Council and Nafional Advisory Cancer Council 
of the Public Health Service.) 


Tue joint meeting of the Councils was convened September 28, 1945, 
to consider specifically the relation of the Public Health Service to the 
report made by Dr. Vennevar Bush to the President and to pending 
legislation pertaining to the implementation of the report. 

Each member of the Councils, at the request of Surgeon General 
Parran, expressed his opinion regarding the relationship of the Public 
Health Service with the National Research Foundation or any over-all 
research body which the pending bills would create. 

The consensus of the Councils may be summarized as follows: 


I. The Bush report is a magnificent and distinguished document 
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which outlines a plan for stimulating basic research in civilian research 
institutions and for continuing the close and profitable cooperation 
between civilian and governmental research agencies. To implement the 
recommendations of the report the formation of a new body, the National 
Research Foundation, was proposed. The report expressed the belief 
that the existing governmental research agencies should be further de- 
veloped and provided with more funds. It further emphasized that, 
although a new independent agency is needed to develop and foster 
research, this new agency should in no way conflict with existing govern- 
mental agencies, but should “supplement the research activities of these 
agencies in a valuable manner.” The report proposes that a National 
Research Foundation would provide for the training of scientific person- 
nel, promote basic research, and cooperate with governmental research 
agencies. These aims and views expressed in the report were endorsed 
by the Councils. 

II. (a) The Councils agreed that pending legislation is not clear re- 
garding the relation of the proposed new body to the budgetary and 
research policies of existing governmental agencies. Although the 
various bills may be interpreted broadly as carrying out the intent of 
the Bush report, the omission of specific language may permit the 
interpretation that the National Research Foundation would exercise 
direct or indirect control over the budgetary and research policies of 
the existing agencies. The Bush report visualized only a consultative, 
advisory, and cooperative relationship. 

(b) In the firm belief that the Public Health Service should retain 
autonomy in its research activities, the Councils were of the opinion 
that pending legislation should be clarified. 


(c) Under existing law - L. 410, sec. 301, par. (c) and (d)), the 
Public Health Service has broad authority to coordinate and conduct 
research upon the physical and mental impairments and diseases of 
mankind to allocate grants-in-aid for such research to other institu- 
tions, upon recommendation of its advisory councils, and to provide 
fellowships for the training of scientific personnel in these fields. 

In this connection, the Councils recommended that the Public Health 
Service continue to develop and expand its research and training pro- 
grams, as authorized by Congress, both in its own facilities and through 
grants-in-aid to universities and other institutions. 


III. A study of the pending legislation shows lack of agreement in 
regard to the representation of governmental agencies on the board \or 
executive organization of the proposed National Research Foundation. 
In the medical portion of the Bush report (pt. II, p. 57) it is stated 
that “men who are experienced in research and who understand the 
problems of the investigator should administer the agency and _ its 
policies.” The Councils agree with the intent and implications of this 
statement, but they believe that governmental agencies should be repre- 
sented on such boards and advisory committees as may be set up in or 
by the new body. 

This opinion is based on the reasonable assumption that govern- 
mental agencies would appoint as their representatives men “who are 
experienced in research”; but it appears advisable that this require- 
ment should be clearly expressed fn the proposed legislation. 
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IV. In general, it was the opinion of the Councils that appropriate 
legislation can maintain in peacetime the eooperative relationship which 
was maintained throughout the war among governmental agencies, the 
Office of Scientific Research and Development, and civilian research 
institutions. In the establishment of a National Research Foundation, 
the Councils favored the appointment of a board to carry out the powers 
and purposes of the Foundation, and the choice by that board of its own 
chairman and other officers. The Councils felt, however, that members 
of the board should be selected from among persons nominated to the 
President by the National Academy of "kane and governmental 
research agencies. 


It was the opinion of the Councils that either (a) a new bill should be 
written as a cooperative enterprise of all governmental agencies con- 
cerned and the appropriate committee of the National Academy of 
Sciences; or (b) that the defects of proposed legislation be remedied by 4 
amendments such as those recommended by the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs in its reports on S. 825 (Rept. No. 551, Calendar No. 549), 
July 28, 1945, as follows: 


1. The Board shall in no way relieve governmental agencies of their 
responsibility for, or authority over, research and development work 
under their legal cognizance. This Act shall not be construed as super- 
seding, curtailing, or limiting any of the functions or activities of existing 
governmental agencies now authorized to engage in scientific research 
and development, or as authorizing the Board to exercise any supervisory 
direction or power of regulation over such functions or activities in any 
manner. Funds allocated by the Board to other governmental agencies 
shall be utilized for projects designated by the Board and undertaken 
on its behalf, and shall be in addition to, and not in lieu of, funds 
regularly appropriated to the agency concerned. 


2. Wherever practicable the Board shall make use of the facilities and 
services of governmental agencies legally available for scientific research 
or development work, and wherever practicable it shall conduct research 
or development projects related to the legally authorized functions of any 
governmental agency through or in cooperation with such agency. The 
said agencies are hereby authorized to make such facilities available to 
the Board and to participate in the conduct of its projects, on terms 
mutually agreeable to the Board and to the agency concerned. The 
Board shall not operate laboratories under its own auspices. 


V. To implement the foregoing opinions, the following motions were 
passed unanimously by the Councils: 


1. That proposed legislation should be amended to include statements 
to the effect that autonomy in the development and conduct of their 
research programs should be maintained by those governmental agencies 
now engaged in such activities. ‘ 


2. That there should be governmental representation on such boards 
and advisory committees as may be set up in connection with the pro- 
posed National Research Foundation. 


3. That the joint report and recommendations of the Councils be 
brought to the attention of other scientific groups, both public and pri- 
vate, now considering the proposals for a National Research Foundation. 
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THE POLOKOFF PAD 
MORTON POLOKOFF, D.S.C. 
Paterson, N. J. 
Many chiropodists have been using this pad since I gave over a half dozen 
demonstrations describing my ‘technique at conventions, and division 
meetings in New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, 
dating as far back as 1938. Lately, a few of my colleagues have asked me, 
“Why don’t you publish a description of your pad and give the entire pro- 
fession the benefit of its use?” Frankly, the reason that I have not written 
a paper describing my pad before, is that I thought it would be too diffi- 
cult for the chiropodist to master the technique from a word and drawing 
description. In the past, I have found that comparatively few chiropodists 
have been able to make this pad, even after attending two or three of 
my demonstrations, Here is a challenge to you. If you are deft with 
your scissors, you should not have any trouble. 
After eight years of applying the pad in the treatment of hundreds of 
cases of soft corns, I can confidently say that it usually accomplishes the 
results desired. I suggest that you try it. 


Material 

The sponge rubber stock used in making this pad, due to war short- 
ages, may be hard to obtain at present. However, the rubber situation 
is easing a bit now. Originally, I used the ordinary kneeling pad of 54” 
to 34,” thickness, which is good enough to practice with. Buy one at the 
dime store for practice and ask your chiropody supply dealer for the fine 
rubber sheets of 54” or 34” thickness. The density of the rubber should 
be of firm consistency—not as soft as foam rubber. 


Technique 

The first step is to take a 54” or 34” sheet of sponge rubber and cut 
a section 1” wide, 54” thick and as long as the stock runs. 

Cut on the bias, one end of this strip of rubber designated by (A). 
See Fig. 1. Then 1” from (A) make another cut (B) at the same bias 
angle as (A). This will give us a piece of sponge rubber as shown in 
Fig. 2. ox 

Explanation of the Bias Angle 

If the pad is to be used on the right foot, it must be so placed that its 
biased cut sides are in a position that conforms with the angle of the 
toe webbing as shown in rig. 5. At this stage the rubber piece can be 
used for either right or left by simply turning the pad upside down. 


Forming of the Individual Pad—Five Steps 
One (Cuts 1, 2, 3—Fig. 3) 

Proceed to cut this pad by making three cuts with the scissors marked 
as A-B-C in Fig. 3. Before making the cut B, you must decide on the 
width of the side marked (X), because if the soft corn to be treated needs 
a wider separation of the two toes, the side marked B must be made 
wider. This measurement may vary from 1/16” to 34” depending on 
the flesh covering the toes, size of the foot and size of the epiphysis of the 
phalangeal joints. The side marked (Y) is the indifferent side of the pad 
which goes between the adjoining toes. Its purpose is to keep the pad 
firmly gripped in place. The width of this side is almost always about 
1%”. We now have the U shaped pad shown in Fig. 3. 
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Two (Cut No. 4, Fig. 4) 

Remove the concave section between (C) and (D) using one snip of 
your scissors. 

Three (Cut No. 5, Fig. 4) 

Remove the section starting at (C) and cut a concave section about 
1%” into the pad across to point (A) and then to point (B). This cut, 
No. 5, is done with one snip starting from point (C) and ending at 
point (B). 

Four (Cut No. 6, Fig. 4) 

Remove the concave section between (F) and (E). This is similar to 
cut No. 4. 

Now the pad is ready to be placed between the toes for its trial fitting. 
It should not rest directly on the soft corn and seldom is any additional 
trimming necessary. Figs. 5 and 6 illustrate how the pad looks when it 
is placed in position. On very thin and bony feet it is usually necessary 
to increase the thickness of the pad? 


Purpose of the Pad 
To separate the epiphysis of the phalanges by padding as well as by 
raising one of the offending toes into a new position. 


Advantages 
a —Simple enough for the patient to manage. 
b— Easily removed when bathing. 


c — Easily removed at bedtime. 


d — Takes up very little room in shoe. 
e — Can be worn in snug dress shoes.

NEW REMEDY FOR 
FUNGUS INFECTIONS 


A New remedy and preventive of 
fungus infections has been an- 
nounced by the Navy Department. 
Chief active ingredient is undecy- 
lenic acid, a fatty acid found in 
sweat. 

This acid, its zinc salt and ordi- 
nary talc are mixed into a dusting 
powder for prevention of dermato- 
phytosis and treatment of mild 
cases. Undecylenic acid and zinc 
undecylenate in a carbowax base, 
with water, propylene glycol and 
triethanolamine makes an oint- 
ment for more severe cases of the 
fungus infection of the foot and 
groin. 

The undecylenic preparations 
proved better than a number of 
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other standard preparations used 
to combat fungus infection includ- 
ing boric-salicylic powder and pro- 
pionic acid preparations. 

Tests involving more than 5,600 
Navy men at Fort Pierce, Vero 
Beach and Melbourne, Fla., were 
conducted by Comdr. Henry C. 
Shaw (MC), USNR, of Rochester, 
N. Y. 


Fungus infection of the foot, 
popularly called “athlete’s foot,” 
developed in 28% of trainees whd 
used no prevention. Regular dust- 
ing with the new powder cut this 


to 4%. Under the same conditions 
15% developed infection while 
using powder containing boric and 


salicylic acids, long a standard 

reparation for this purpose. Groin 
infections were cut from 10.3% to 
0.7% 
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Used as a powder for mild in- 
fection and as an ointment for 
more severe cases, the new prep- 
arations proved their value in cur- 
ing as well as preventing infection. 
The ointment cured about 90% of 
moderate and severe foot and groin 
infections in two or three weeks, 
and the powder was much more 
effective than boric-salicylic pow- 
der in treating milder cases. 

Fungus infections have been 
among the’ most stubborn medical 
problems in the Pacific war, ac- 
counting for as high as _three- 
quarters of all sick-bay calls at some 
tropical bases. Some standard rem- 
edies, useful at home, were too 
irritating in the steaming islands, 
and none were effective enough to 
prevent large numbers of men 
from being kept out of action. 


Searching for something better, 
Comdr. Shaw and two other Naval 
Reserve Medical Officers, Comdr. 
Marion B. Sulzberger of New York 
City and Lt. Comdr. Abram Kanof 
of Brooklyn, tested several prepara- 
tions in a careful study in New 
York City. Undecylenic powder 
and ointment seemed the best. But 
because climate and living condi- 
tions are important factors in skin 
diseases, they had to be tested 
under field conditions in a tropical 
or subtropical climate.

BOOK REVIEW 


The Practice of Medicine. By 
onathan Campbell Meakins, M.D., 
L.D. Professor of Medicine and 
Director of the Department of 
Medicine, McGill University. Cloth, 
Price $10.00. 1393 pages, with 517 
illustrations, including 48 in color. 
St. Louis. The C. V. Mosby Com- 
pany. 1944. 
THERE is a wealth of information 
included in Meakins’ Medicine 
which is of especial value to the 
practitioner of chiropody-podiatry. 
This fact becomes more apparent 
when the podiatrist realizes that 
the lower extremity is a part of the 
human mechanism and _lesions 
found elsewhere in the body may 
directly or indirectly involve the 
foot. In the chapter on Diseases 
of the Circulatory System is to 
be found a comprehensive discus- 
sion of the vascular diseases which 
the observant practitioner — 
see in his practice. To name a few 
of the conditions described, there 
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are frostbite, or dermatitis congela- 
tionis, erythromelagia, immersion 
foot, thromboangiitis obliterans 
and Raynaud's disease of the foot. 
The two latter lesions are well 
illustrated. 


Precautions concerned with sur- 
gical operations upon diabetics and 
the instruction of the diabetic are 
discussed under diseases of meta- 
bolism, while in the same chapter 
one may find an interesting roent- 
genogram of the feet in a case of 
chronic gout, showing extensive 
destruction of the metatarsal and 

halangeal bones near the articu- 
idiom, particularly the great toe 
and the little toe. On page 846 
there is a photograph showing a 
tophus on the heel in a case of 
chronic gout. The reviewer has 
recently ‘excised such a lesion from 
the heel of a woman suffering from 
gout of several years duration. 


The relation between diseases of 
the ductless glands and disabilities 
in the feet is pointed out in the 
case of hyperparathyroidism (os- 
teitis fibrosa cystica). “The onset 
is usually insidious with general 
lassitude, weakness and pains in 
the bones. . . . Physical examina- 
tion may disclose tender areas in 
the long bones. There is patchy 
absorption of the bone 
with the development of the char- 
acteristic bone cysts which can be 
seen by x-ray.” 

Although patients suffering from 
advanced neurological diseases are 
not apt to consult the podiatrist 
except for routine orthopedic care, 
it is a known fact that almost ev 
neurological lesion of central ori- 
gin will initiate some disturbance 
of function, motility, or sensation 
in the lower extremity. For this 
reason the large chapter on dis 
eases of the nervous system is ex- 
tremely valuable. 


In the section devoted to dis- 
eases of the locomotor system, 
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Meakins gives his view concerning 
the supposed etiology of rheuma- 
toid arthritis. “It is quite true that 
many of these focal infections are 
found in persons with rheumatoid 
arthritis, but on the contrary, they 
are found in as many, if not more, 
that do not have the disease. It is 
still far from proved that focal in- 
fections are directly responsible for 
this disease. Another school of 
thought has been in favor of the 
disease being an allergic phenome- 
non, a focal infection perpetuat- 
ing the allergy.” 

The reviewer strongly urges 
every chiropodist-podiatrist to add 
Meakins’ Practice of Medicine ‘to 
his bookshelf and also to apply 
the contents thereof, for a more 
scientific understanding of his pa- 
tient.
